No.  5,  White  flag  with  blue  cresent  in 
centre  to  indicate  “  Clear  or  Fair  Weath¬ 
er.” 

No.  6,  White  flag  with  blue  star  in 
centre  to  indicate  “  Local  Rain  (or  Snow.’*) 

No.  7,  White  flag  with  black  square  in 
centre  to  indicate  the  approach  of  a 
“  Cold  Wrave.” 

The  flags  will  be  hoisted  each  day,  be¬ 
ginning  Monday,  31st  inst.,  at  7  A.  M., 
and  should  be  read  from  the  top,  down¬ 
ward.

Last  Friday  evening  Rev.  Samuel  W.

The  Doctor’s  directions  were  urgent 
He  must  go  to  bed  and  stay  there.  To  a 
man  of  Mr.  Duffield’s  unceasing  activity 
and  energy  this  was  a  hard  prescription ; 
but  he  obeyed-  The  trouble  Was  found 
to  be  a  valvular  difficulty  in  the  heart, 
accompanied  by  a  general! congestion  of 
all  the  organ.  At  a  consultation  held  on 
Tuesday  morning,  it  waA  decided  that 
the  case  was  “serious,  but  hopeful;”  the 
difficulty  being  acute,  not  chronic. 

No  immediate  cause  is  known  for  the 
attack;  it  is  thought  that  it  may  be  some¬ 
what  connected  with  the  violent  shock  re¬ 
ceived  by  his  fall  down  stairs  last  winter. 
It  is  also  possible  that  his  veiy  busy  life 
may  have  caused  a  strain  of  which  he  was 
unconscious.
